Near State Mansion 


By ROGER BOND. 

Incensed over a “cheap” threat to kidnap the Governor's 
small son, Atlanta’s entire police force joined state troopers 
and the Federal Bureau of Investigation yesterday in “dead 
or alive” manhunt for Leland Harvey and D. C. Black, who 
were reported seen at several points here, once within several 
blocks of the state mansion on The Prado. 


“No crook 
how the state of Georgia is run,” 
asserted Police Chief M. A. Horns- 
hy, when he learned that a tele- 
phone caller, purported to be Har- 


vey, had threatened to kidnap lit- 


tle Alvan Arnall, 5-year-old son of 
Governor and Mrs. Arnall, unless 
he and Black were granted sate 
passage over the state line. 

The FBI was called into the case 
as a result of the kidnap threat, 
which was made less than 24 hours 
after the two convicts had battled 
their way to freedom from the jail 
of the Bibb county courthouse at 
Macon, An agent was sent to the 
mansion immediately after the 
FBI was notified of the threat. 

Troopers Guard Alvan. 


While crack state troopers 
guarded the brown-eyed blond 
son of the Governor, city police 
were reported “hot on the trail” 
of the two gunmen. They jumped 
the trail about 2:50 p. m., when 
two men in a black automobile at 
Rhodes Center, near the mansion, 
were identified as Harvey and 
Black. Later, the pair. were re- 
ported seen on the Bankhead high- 
way. 

Although police authorities and 
the Governor and his family were 
not inclined to take the threats too 
seriously, every precaution was 
being taken for the child’s safety. 
At the suggestion of the FBI, it 
was reported that the little fellow, 
completely unaware of the con- 
cern for him, would be removed 
to a place of safety, possibly to 
the Governor’s home in Newnan. 

Hunt Centered Here. 


The man hunf for the two fugi- 
tives was centered in Atlanta as a 
result of the mysterious telephone 
call and the reports that the two 
men had been seen here. 

Governor Arnall said the man 
identifying himself as Harvey said 
he was on Mitchel] street with 
Black. 

“A maid answered the telephone 
and the man cursed her, apparent- 
ly thinking she was Mrs. Arnall,” 
the Governor said. 


Arnall was called to the telephone, | 


the man told her he was Harvey. 
He said that all he and Black 
wanted to do was to get out of 
Georgia, and unless [ called off 
the hunt for them and let them 
get across the state line, they 
would do bodily harm to both Mrs. 
Arnall and me, and kidnap our 
boy.” 
“Dead or Alive” Reward. 

Defiantly, the Governor said the 
search will be _ intensified—not 
called off. He already had posted 
$250 rewards, “dead or alive,” for 
the fugitives. 

At first Mrs. Arnall thought the 
call was a joke. 

“IT thought I recognized the 
voice,” she said, “but when I 
laughed about it the man became 
gruff and made the threats, I re- 
alized then it wasn’t a joke.” 

Obviously disturbed by the 
threats, Mrs. Arnall] said she only 
wished that the newspapers. would 
not “make a sensation” of the 
incident. She readily answered 
questions of a newspaper reporter 
and an agent of the FBI, while 
her small son ran in and out of 
the house playing with his Easter 
bunny. 

Meanwhile, the Bibb county 
grand jury opened an investiga- 
tion of the daring escape, the sec- 
ond within 13 days for the two 
men. At midnight Thursday a 
week ago, Harvey, Black and For- 
rest Turner led the sensational 
escape of 25 hardened criminals 
from the Tattnall] prison- near 
Reidsville which resulted in the 
replacement of Royal K. Mann as 
chairman of the state prison board 
by Clem Rainey. 

Turner has been recaptured and 
returned to Tattnall.

AKRON, Ohio, Apri! 28.—(4)— 
Northern Ohio counted three dead 
tonight and destruction mounting 
upwards of $4,000,000 as it dug 
out of cebris strewn by a series 
of tornadoes that left nearly 500 
homeless and injured more than 
150 

The twisters, Ohio’s worst since 
“the Lorain tornado of June 28, 
1924, struck freakishly in 11 wide- 
iy separated sections of Cleveland, 
slashed through Akron and a doz- 
en smaller communities, damaged 
nearly 2,000 homes and crippled 
several war plants. 

Ray Myers, chief communica. 
tions officer of the Summit county 
civilian defense organization, ésti- 
mated damage in the Akron area 
aloné at $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, 
while Cleveland reckoned its loss 
in excess of $1,000,000.

Suicide, Chandler 
Says, Not To Give 


MacArthur More Aid 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—(AP)—Calling for greater 
military concentration on the Pacific war, Senator Chandler, 
Democrat, Kentucky, declared tonight that if the Japanese 
are given more time to dig in, the conflict “may last 10 years, 
or may go on forever.” 

General Douglas MacArthur's 
forces must be strengtheried to 
enable’ him to carry the war to 
the enemy, Chandler said in a 
speech prepared for the Washing- 
ton Evening Sf&ar’s national radio 
forum over the Blue network.

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Too Much Optimism 

The warning voiced in Atlanta this week 
by Undersecretary of War Robert P. Patterson 
against over-optimism on war production, could 
well be extended to include all those who take 
too rosy a view of the entire war situation. As 
Patterson said in regard to production, we 
have done and are doing a magnificent job, 
in all phases of the war effort, but “we are not 
yet even half way home.” 

Too many of us are apt to think that the 
successes in Tunisia, for instance, make certain 
the early defeat of our European foes; that the 
taking of Guadalcanal and the victories in New 
Guinea constitute lasting defeat for the Japa- 
nese. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 
There can be little doubt we shall drive the last 
Axis trooper out of Africa. When this is done, 
however, we have only gained command of the 
Mediterranean route to the east and provided 
ourselves with a new springboard for invasion 
of the European continent, That invasion, with 
its outcome in extreme doubt, is still to come. 

As to Japan, they still hold all the rich 
territories they captured in the early stages 
of the Pacific war. All we have done is de- 
fensive holding. What we have taken back in 
odd places, here and there, are inconsequential 
compared to what the Japs captured. 

Furthermore the Japanese hold a constant 
threat to our own land, our own cities, at 
Kiska and Attu in the Aleutians. All we have 
done is drop some bombs which have helped 
the Japanese b reaking rock for them. We 
have made no real effort to dislodge them from 
these two vantage points and there can be no 
denying that, when we do undertake to drive 
them out, the operation will involve very heavy 
casualties for our side.

WASHINGTON PARADE

TOO NEAR BARBARISM WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 


murder of our pilots by Japan, 
in violation of all the accepted conventions of warfare, should be 
the final proof that the haughty little Nipponese empire had never 
attained that degree of civilization which entitled it to be received 
in the family of nations. 

Our original mistake was in assuming that a nation can be- 
come civilized in the brief span of 100 years. 

It was less than a hundred years ago that 
the Japanese were a semibarbaric race, gov- 
erned by tribal customs and completely iso- 
lated from the rest of the world. For centuries 
their doors had been closed to intercourse with 
outside nations. 

Finally, in 1853, an American naval expe- 
dition in command of Commode Perry opened 
up the country to the outside world. He moved 
into Uraga harbor, near what is now Tokyo, 
with a powerful fleet mission that was suffi- 
cient to force the Japanese to let down the bars. 

Previous to that, other nations had tried to 
civilize the Japs for several centuries. Mis- 
sionaries, explorers and traders from Britain, 
the Netherlands had sought to bring them out 
All were equally unsuccessful. 


France, Spain and 


of the dark ages. 
FREQUENT MASSACRES Periodically these _ foreigners 
would be gathered up and mas- 
sacred after the most brutal treatment and humiliations. At the 
time Commodore Perry moved in, only a handful of Dutch were 
left. These had been herded together like animals in a zoo and 
cooped up on a tiny island. Once a year they would be brought 
in to amuse the people. The Japs would make them crawl on their 
knees, climb trees and utter gibbering noises like the monkeys they 
thought all foreigners to be. 

The thing that forced the American government to send a naval 
mission to open up the islands was the brutal treatment the Japa- 
nese were according some of our seamen who had been shipwrecked 
in those waters. We had developed a prosperous whaling industry 
in the North Pacific and when our vessels met disaster off Japa- 
nese shores our sailors were tortured and put to death. 

It was to stop this barbaric practice, as well as to establish 
coaling stations in the region, that we put an end to Japanese 


isolation. 
IT GAVE US PRIDE For a time we took a pride in the de- 
velopment of the Japanese nation. Hav- 
ing introduced them to the fruits of civilization, we were pleased 
at the manner in which they adapted themselves to the customs 
and practices of enlightened races. Our engineers and technicians 
have had much to do with the modern improvements that have 
taken place in Japan. 

But to suppose that anything that has happened in the 90 years 
since Commodore Perry opened up the country could give the Japs 
any more than a thin veneer of civilization was a mistaken idea 
held by too many of our past statesmen. 

How thin is that veneer we now know only too well. The tragic 
fate of our pilots captured from the Doolittle raid is only one of 
many incidents that tell the same story. Japanese atrocities com- 
mitted in China are on an equal or far more hideous plane, 

So enormous are these atrocities 


FEARFUL ATROCITIES 
that our own officials who know 


the facts have dared not publicize them for fear of not being be- 
lieved by the public. Many of the things that have happened in 
China are a reversion to the dark ages. No civilized nations would 
be guilty of such. 

There are reasons to believe, also, that other of our soldiers 
have met a fate similar to that of the Doolittle pilots. We know 
what they have done to Chinese prisoners of war, and there is little 
cause to suppose that they will deal any more leniently with our 
own men. We know, too, of the indignities, the persecutions and 
the brutalities imposed on some of our nationals who fell into their 
hands after the events at Pearl Harbor. 

The Japanese are no more than our sol- 


“MONKEY MEN” T 
diers on Guadalcanal and other outposts in 


the Pacific have named them: monkey men. Their moral concepts 
are on a par with an anthropoid race. During the past quarter of 
a century they have violated more solemn treaties, disregarded 
more,pledges of their government heads, than the Germans have. 
They have shown themselves to be utterly incapable of abiding 
by rules of conduct which have guided enlightened peoples. The 
trumped-up charges on which our pilots were executed constituted 
less of an offense, even if true, than they themselves have been 
guilty of innumerable times since the war with China started. 


GALLOWS WAITS One thing now seems certain to emerge 
from the pilot killings. There would no 
longer seem to be any doubt about this country supporting the de- 
mands for bringing the Axis war criminals to justice after the final 
victory 1s won. 
That is what President Roosevelt meant when, in revealing the 
tragic incident, he said we were determined to mete out proper 
punishment to those responsible for the crime. After we have beaten 
the monkey men down, we will seize those who had a hand in the 
killings, officially and otherwise, and pass on their claims for escap-

ONCE AGAIN This morning there appears a confession, made 
to federal officials, by a former prisoner at 

Tattnall prison which reveals another chapter of the sordid cone 

ditions at the state prison during the former administration. 

This follows the photographic evidence of yesterday and stupe 

plements other evidence of this morning. The 
Constitution does not like to publish such pice- 
tures. It was, however, a public duty to pub- 
lish them so that the evidence might refute the 
clever denials on the basis of “politics.” 

It was a sordid administration, without 
trace of dignity and only infrequent incidents 
of decency. It regarded the people of Georgja 
as a lot of suckers, easily fooled by loud mouthe- 
ings about “cheap” and “economical” govern- 
ment. There was no depth to which at least 
some members of that administration would not 
stoop. » 

It was a “cheap” government, but also a 
vulgar and cruel and ruthless one, which lived 
on lies and on “economy” wrung out of the 
starved bodies and souls of those it used and 
cheapened, 

It was said here, during the campaign, that 
there was rottenness in the state capitol itself. 

This was repeated time after time. 

It was denied, of course. There were accusations of varied de- 
grees against those who opposed them. Some of them were vicious. 
All of them were lies. 

Now that the campaign is done and the sordid facts of Tattnall 
prison are being revealed as havjng been in existence for the past 
two years, let’s look back at the setup and the facts concerning it. 

One of the legal staff appointed by the past ad-

ministration was a thrice convicted thief, dise- 
barred from practice in his home county. 

One of those prominent in the campaign was literally a pimp, 
operating at that profession with a little bootlegging on the side, 
before he was hired in one of the departments and used as an ad- 
viser and close associate during the campaign. 

Another, on the pay roll, had a petty criminal record. 

The closest adviser was a former racketeer with a long criminal 
record, 

Several ex-criminals were employed on the state patrol as were 
a number of former police officers discharged for drunkennes and 
other causes, 

They could be had “cheap.’ 

This was at the top. 

I said then, as 1s now being demonstrated, that any such political 
set-up was rotten to the core. It just had to be. 

Other little bits of evidence begin to come to the front. 

One of the loudest shouters at the administration’s Erlanger 
theater meetings last summer, and one who boasted*he could do 
them some “good” in Atlanta, was arrested in one of last Sunday’s 
raids in an Atlanta hotel with two other persons, one a Negro, 
under conditions so revolting they could not be published. 

In the fight against this sort of rule in Georgia, most of these 
facts were given to the public. The attempt was made to shout them 
down by the fantastic racial charges and by attempting to smear 
those who opposed them as being opponents only because they had 
been “dropped from pay rolls.” This was petty and ridiculous and 
the people, who were beginning to catch on, discounted them or 
properly refused to believe such charges. 

‘The names of these thieves, thugs, gamblers and petty larceny 
artists are Known. The photostatic copies of their records are in 
our files. 

They were last summer when the charges were made. 

The fight is not against them, but against any administration 
which would put them in state jobs and in high places in the gov- 
ernment where they influenced those about them. They are dane 


gerous, but incidental. 

CALMLY, PATIENTLY And so, calmly and patiently, as was 
done last summer during the cam- 

paign, the facts are set forth again with the growing number of 

photographs and revelations to sustain them. 

Now, one of the escaped convicts, who was a pampered inmate 

of the prison, given vacations and a position of trust, is on the loose 
after a most interesting escape from the Macon jail. They had a 
gun but didn’t need it. They slammed a door and a guard thought 
it was a shot between his feet. They swung a fist or so and were 
gone. Just like that. 
There followed from one of these criminals a telephoned threat 
to kidnap the son of the Goyernor as a reprisal for putting the prison 
in order and for offering a reward for his capture. This threat was 
made yesterday. 

This is the criminal who was described by the former adminis- 
tration as just a “wild boy full of devilment.” 

It might be your son if they need money. 

All this adds up to the same thing it did in 1942 and 1941— 

When a political organization is rotten at the top it is rotten 
all the way down. 

l recall when Marion Smith said, at the time the university was 
wrecked, “There are things more important than taxes.” 

Now that the thieves, pimps, gamblers, thugs and would-be kid- 
naper friends of that political organization are being exposed, maybe 
we can have a unanimous “yes” to that statement.

Wanted: 50,000 Volunteers 

Unless 50,000 girls of high school age volun- 
teer for-training as hospital nurses within the 
next few months, there will be such a shortage 
of nurses in the United States those available 
will have to be rationed among the different 
hospitals. 

This statement was made here by James A. 
Hamilton, president of the American Hospital 
Association, speaking at the war conference olf 
the Georgia Hospital Association. 

Not only have the armed services taken 
many thousands of nurses, but increasing de- 
mands of the civilian population for hospital- 
ization have intensified the emergency shortage 
of qualified nurses. Public programs empha- 
sizing the importance of health are sending 
many people to hospitals who, in the past, 
would not be there. This is good, for the 
quicker an ailing person, needing hospitaliza- 
tion, goes there the shorter the time they will 
have to stay, as a general rule. 

Furthermore, group hospitalization systems, 
operated in many cities, including Atlanta, 
have made it possible, financially, for many to 
avail themselves of hospital service who could 
not, previously, afford it. 

Hamilton estimated a shortage of 70,000 
nurses in this country by next December. The 
only hope for averting a serious situation is 
for at least 50,000 girls to volunteer for training 
in the next few months. 

There is no finer profession for a woman 
than that of the nurse, nor is there any way in 
which a girl can better serve her nation in 
time of war. If the facts are known, there 
can be little doubt the 50,000 volunteers will 
be forthcoming.

The human spirit is like the air which surrounds the earth— 
unseen, unmeasured, tempered by its surroundings; sometimes calm 
and peaceful; sometimes moving softly; at other times, aroused by 
some invisible force, developing a power that sweeps everything 
before it and will not be checked or hindered by anything on earth. 

The force that arouses the latent power of man’s spirit is an 
idea. Call jt a belief, a faith, a conviction; no matter. When he 
gets the idea, he is transformed, as a giant motor is given life an 
power by the throwing of a switch. : 

Many people in many lands have been thus transformed by the 
idea called patriotism—by the realization'of their country’s peril 
and their own obligation to help save civilization, freedom and 
human dignity. When that transformation occurs, it answers all 
questions and solves all personal problems. 

To understand what it is like and how it works, we should go 
back to the era of “old-time religion,” when evangelism preached 
boldly against sin and iniquity and the wicked fled from the wrath 
to come. 

Psychology was not yet a fad, but the preachers knew enough 
about it to understand the formula by which the miracle worked. 

There was first, of course, the “conviction of sin.” That is, 
something said by the preacher opened the sinner’s eyes and made 
him realize how rotten he was. It was usually a shock. Then 
followed repentance—the feeling of regret and shame; then the 
resolve to quit his evil ways and do better; and finally the faith 
in the Lord that made him happy. 

He was “converted’—that is, changed into a new man. Anda 
changed sinner is something to behold. Such converted men have 
given their lives to serve mankind, and have done many of the 
world’s great and good works. 

Those nurtured in religion from infancy never felt the shock of 
conversion, but those who did feel it were really transformed. They 
had no more little problems of conduct. Living for the Lord was 
the big thing, and so long as they did that they couldn’t go wrong. 
Nothing else mattered. A fellow traveler asked one such man: 
“What is your business?” He grinned and answered: “My busi- 
ness serving the Lord, but I sell shoes to pay expenses.” 

That is what happens to the patriot when he sees his duty. All 
thought of self is gone. Nothing matters but serving. He is con- 
secrated to the one big job, and he is a ball of fire, in uniform 
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“Oh, Dear—In case anything happens to me, here’s where

Describing his trip to General Montgomery’s | ‘Eighth Army battle 
lines before El Alamein, Willkie noticed that the main thing that the 
American tank corps men wanted to know, at that critical stage of the 
vast desert battle, was how the Dodgers and the Cards were doing. 


It was during the heat of the 
Willkie ex- 
plains, apparently with a view to 
convincing non-sports fans that. 
the men had not gone nuts with 
the sun and the terrific pressure 
placed on them by Rommel. At the 
time he was at E] Alamein ‘he 
rich foreigners in Cairo were pack- 
ing their cars and retreating east- 
ward, for it was held certain that 
Rommel would keep coming and 
take Alexandria, Cairo and the 
Suez. To the world, at least, the 
Allied cause in Africa was at its 
lowest ebb. 

But the main thing the fight- 
ing American detachment was 
interested in was the National 
League race. For those who 
think that too much is written 
about the sports interests of 
fighting men, it might be point- 
ed out that this interest in the 
baseball race must not have had 
an opiate effect on the Ameri- 
cans with Montgomery. 

They gave a terrific account of 
themselves in the El Alamein bat- 
tle that was then brewing in the 
fertile mind of tough, wiry Gen- 


eral Montgomery. Broken-hearted 
as they were, even the Brooklyn | 
fans fought hard, though Willkie | 
didn’t get around to mentioning | 
that. 

Later in his book Willkie says 
that at a_ bizarre reception for him 
in either Iran or Iraq—one of 
these days I’m going to find out 
which is which—a nervous native 
approached him to tell him that 
Billy Conn had just beaten Joe 
Louis. Just as shocked, Willkie 
asked him how he had learned 
this. The radio had transmitted 
the awe-inspiring news, the native 
reported. Which, if true, is a new 
record for confusion in a radio 
fight broadcast. About the time 
the Iranian or Iraqi was hearing 
this news, Louis and Conn were 
embroiled in the phantom fight 
that led to no decision, except that 
Secretary of War Stimson stepped 
in and called both sides off base. 

However, it just goes to show, 
etc., etc., etc. 

Speaking of Stimson, the secre- 
tary’s declaration yesterday that 
he was opposed to a bill barring 
the draft of fathers constitutes a 
very serious obstacle to the con- 
tinuance of baseball. 

“It is essential that the care- 
fully planned and co-ordinated 
program of raising and training 
an army composed of our best- 
equipped fighting men be not 
impeded,” he wrote in a letter 
to the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee. 

Senator Burton Wheeler’s bill, 
seeking to grant the blanket de- 
ferment of fathers married prior 
to Pearl Harbor “would greatly 
limit the source of necessary men 
available ... and would danger- 
ously affect our ultimate victory.” 

Stimson pointed out that 
8,000,000 men are now deferred 
in the 3-A classification (which 
includes 99 per cent of all big 

leaguers now in action), and 
that 6,000,000 of these have one 
or more children under the age 
of 18 {which takes in a great 
percentage of current ball play- 
ers). 

“The Wheeler legislation, there- 
fore. presents the simple issue of 
whether the war effort can suf- 
fer without serious impairment 
the withdrawal of 6,000,000 men 

who are eligible for training and 
service from the national pool of 
man power,” Stimson wrote. 
“Plainly,” he added, “it cannot.”
